We  are  happy  to  have  our  first  OPI  Report  out  to  you.  We  have 
been  on  the  job  for  a  month  now  and  have  found  our  work  very 
challenging. 

Our  experience  with  the  legislature  has  been  not  only  positive 
but  productive.  We  survived  the  appropriation  subcommittee  work 
and  secured  additional  funding  of  $12  million  for  special 
education  and  $1.8  million  for  vocational  education  over  the 
biennium.  Although  it  is  the  first  step,  we  are  optimistic  that 
we  can  maintain  that  level  through  the  full  appropriation 
process.
